AN IMPORTANT 
DKCISlOJf 


Tbe Supreme Court of the state 


has lately rendered a decision in 
reference to the studies of children 
in the public schools which is oi 
considerable importance. The main 
facts are these: 


It appears that on the 25th day 


of April, 1871, appellee was a pupil 
iu the common school, iii diatrict 
Xo. 1, in township 28 north, range 
3 east, in Winuebago county; that 
she resided with her parents in -the 
district, and was entitled to the 
benefits and privileges of the school, 
but on that day she was expelled 
from the school and its privileges. 
The expulsion was by the use of 
force employed by the principal 
teacher under the directions of the 
directors of the school district. By 
the course of study prescribed by 
the directors, appellee was in the 
class that were required to study 
bookkeeping as a part of the pre- 
scribed course of education in the 
school; she had been by the prin- 
cipal of .the school directed to pro- 
cure books for the purpose, but de- 
clined, as she says, and the jury 
have found, because her parents ob- 
jected to her pursuing that study.— 
She and her parents were notified 
that unless she complied with tlie 
requirement she would be expelled 
from the privileges of the school.— 
On the morning; the expulsion oc- 
curred, she having failed to obtain 
the books, and having as usual gone 
to the school house without them, 
she was notified that her rights 
there as a pupil had ceased, and she 
was requested to leave, but declin- 
ed ; the principal took hold of her 
md led or pushed her out of the 
jnilding; having returned to the 
room and the seat which she was 
accustomed to occupy, she was taken 
therefrom and ejected in tlie same 
manner from the building 
She in- 


itituted an action against the direc- 
:ors and the principal of the school, 
and on a trial in the court below 
he jury found a verdict in her fa- 
vor, and assessed the damages at 
5136. 
A motion for a new trial 


was entered by defendants, but it 
vas overruled by the court, and a 
ndgment was rendered on the ver- 
lict, and they appeal. 


The court say, in concluding their 


jpinion: 


"We are, therefore, clearly of the 


pinion that the General Assembly 
lave invested school directors with 
he power to compel the teaching of 
ther and higher branches than 
hose enumerated to those willing to 
eceive instructions therein, but has 
eft it purely optional with parents 
nd guardians, whether the children 
under their charge shall sf;udy such 
iranelies. 
As to the character of 


IIP higher branches that may be re- 
uireil to be taught, there is no ne- 
cssity for now determining. 
But 


rom what lias been said it follows 
hat tlie directors had 
no pow- 


r to expel 
appellee 
from the 


chool and the privileges and bene- 
Its, because she, under the direction 
if her parents, refused to study 
)ook keeping, as it is not one of the 
tranches enumerated in the statute, 
nd is one the parents had the op- 
ion to have taught her as the dircc- 
ors had provided that it should be 
aught in the school, and the direc- 
ors having no such power, they1 


sould not lawfully expel appellee 
rom the benefits and privileges of 
be school for a refusal to comply 
vith the requirement, and when 
liey did so with force it constitutes 
trespass. What they did by the 


/eacher they did by themselves, ac- 
•ording to a familiar maxim of the 
aw. Nor could the teacher justify, 
nder the authority of the directors, 


as they could not under the law au- 


lorisse him to perform an illegal 
ct, as this was, and having com- 
mitted the trespass they are liable 


respond in damages.

tion of paid fire departments—even be 
fore they were dreamed of—to the time 
when the fire brigades of old worked 
with their pumps upon their backs, and 
pommencmg their work down through 
the years that follow to the present time, 
where we to day have all over this 
country and I cannot help saying, espe- 
cially here in Illinois, volunteer flre 
departments that for equipment, organ 
nation and efficiency, stand without 
rivals 
It;is true that1 a great many 


volunteer fire departments are deficient 
in organization and equipment, and are, 
consequently, not efficient 
but I am 


firmly convinced that in a majority of 
such cases the fault lajs not in the men 
who volunteer to do the work, but mike 
men Viho want,'he work done Give to 
those men the apparatus, and the water 
supply that is needed for the protection 
of their cities and towns, and stimulate 
them by showing a just appreciation of 
their services and they will be efficient 
Give them poor apparatus, poor hose, 
and little of it, and no water, and then, 
when the lime comes, through these 
causes thei fail, find fault with them, 
and they will not lie efflcunt 


Let thoso cities who either through 


necessity or preference, operate under 
the volunteer system first adopt the 
policy of keeping on hand good appara 
tus and plenty of hose, and furaish plen 
ty of water, keep their apparatus well 
distributed, so that it can be quickly 
brought into requisition, and then let 
the men enter Jinto the organizations 
composing the department with a deter 
ruination that harmony shall prevail in 
all their work and they will have no 
cause to complain
